I notice that nearly all the sgricultural re- 
porta concerning the present Crops are favor- 
able, These reporis are often mere surmises 
of the press and are often false and iujurious 
lo the planter. It often icads to the belief 
that there will be a heavy erep of cotton 
made and causes a down tumble in the mar- 
ket on a short crop 

There was a short crop of cotten picked 
Inst year, and it will be much shorter this 
year in this section, owing to the backward 
wetaspring and dry May and June. The 
bottom crop of bolls are very small. It will 
take at least two of them to make a medium 
sived boll. The heavy rains of July and 
August have totally distroyed the middle 
crop, and the caterpillars are ravaging the 
top and remaiuing leaves. Those are for- 
ward crops, 

This is the case in Southwest Georgia, 
Southeast Alabama, and Middle and West 
Florida. 

The late crops are much worse, for instance 
there is a late crop of 50 or 100 acres on the 
farm of Allen and Floyd, good river land 
that has been well cultivated that will not 
average a bale to the stalk, 

Every pound of cotton made in this sec 
tion will cost the producer 25 cents a pound, 
and if he does not get his money back he had 
better quit the job.

a#ithout prepayment of the tax, for on the 
irst day of July the old law was repealed, 
sad the right to withdraw tobacco after that 
late for exportation with re<pect to the time 
wen it was stored, is precisely the same as 
tee right to withdraw tobacco for con- 
sumption or sale. I do not see whai 
iifference it makes to the governmentw heth- 
‘T tobacco is taken from a bonded warehouse 
« manufactory afier the first of July upon 
he payment of the new tax, unless, possibly 
he payment may be alittle longer delaye! in 
he one, and in the other case on the sixth vu! 
June.
